WHAT CONSTITUTES 
INCOME? 
The first items to be reported 
on the individual income tax re­ 
turn are the salaries, bonuses, 
commissions and other compen­ 
sation received for services ren­ 
dered during 1946. 
For most taxpayers this is a 
s i m p l e 
procedure 
since 
the 
amount to be reported will be the 
mount shown on the “W-2.” How­ 
ever, if the employee travels in 
the course of his employment and 
the employer reimburses him sep­ 
arately for the 
travelling ex­ 
penses, the employee must add 
the amounts so reimbursed to the 
compensation 
shown 
on 
the 
•■W-2”. If such 
reimbursements 
amounted to more than $500.00 
during the year the employer 
will have given him a form “1099" 
showing the amount reimbursed. 
The amount actually expended is 
then deducted from the total re­ 
ceived. The am ount expended and 
the amount reimbursed may not 
always be identical since for in­ 
stance, your employer may rein­ 
burse you on a mileage basis for 
your car expenses and you may 
choose to deduct the cost of re-

pairs, gas, oil and depreciation 
actually incurred. Remember that 
the relationship of “employer- 
employee” exists even if you own 
all of the stock of a small cor­ 
poration and you are an officer 
of this corporation. 


THE REIMBURSED expenses 
are the only expenses which can 
be deducted from compensation 
for services. It is important, how­ 
ever, to take this deduction di­ 
rectly off the income since by so 
doing you can still claim the $500 
standard deduction on the long- 
form or automatically be entitled 
to the 10% 
deduction on the 
short-form. 
When services are paid for in 
property in lieu of cash, the fair 
m arket value at the time of re­ 
ceipt should be included in gross 
income. Thus, board and lodging 
furnished in addition to wages

THE ARTICLE, entitled "Our 
Lady of the Wasteland,” follows: 
California has many strange and 
beautiful landmarks that are well 
known.

Ask almost 
any desert traveler if he has seen 
"The Angel of San Jacinto" and 
he will give you a blank stare. 
Yet that lovely and elusive lady 
is there; wide wings outspread, 
high on the crest of a foothill, 
she watches over miles and miles 
of wind-scarred desert shrubs des­ 
perately striving for life among 
the restless dunes. 


MY FIRST GLIMPSE of this 
strange and perfect masterpiece 
of Nature's art was a never to 
be forgotten experience.

Mr. Don­ 
aldson inspected the prints and 
the angel was there, plainly out­ 
lined against the breast of the 
mountain. 


MR. DONALDSON bought the 
film and sold many pictures of 
the angel. “The pictures sold from 
San Diego to Santa Barbara,” is 
the way he tells of the reception 
of the beautiful pictures. 
While the origin of the angel 
may be a controversial subject no 
one will deny that she is a lovely 
and awe inspiring sight, and one 
that should be better known. 
From the sand hills below Garnet 
to the heights of Desert Hot 
Springs the desert traveler may 
see this wonderful angel poised 
on the mountain's breast. 
Old timers in the Pass area re ­ 
gret that the brush is beginning 
to obscure the angel. One large 
shrub is growing out of the right 
wing, other brush is creeping 
closer and closer. It seems that 
some effort should be made to 
clear away the encroaching brush 
and thus preserve "The Angel” 
for all time. 


IF YOU WOULD 
see “The 
Angel” in all her glory you must 
drive out near Garnet some day 
when the sun is just rising above 
the horizon. In the winter months 
the sun is too far south to show 
the angel until after nine o’clock. 
Even then the cliffs cast a shadow 
on the right wing. B ut go in 
summer, when the sun is far to 
the north, then you will certainly 
see the formation that I shall 
always call “Our Lady of the 
Wasteland.”

TH E SIDEWINDER 
Continued 


Why does a snake shed his skin, 
y o u ask? T hat’s the only w ay he 
can grow. O ur own skin is shed 
continually, scale by scale, so that 
w e don’t actually notice it . . . ex­ 
cep t w hen we get badly sun­ 
burned. B ut reptiles discard their 
o u ter skin all at one tim e, liter­ 
ally crawl out of it whole, leav­ 
ing a shell behind which natu ral­ 
ists call an exuvlum . W hen this 
old skin is shed, the snake grows 
a little before the new skin be­ 
neath, w hich is still a bit elastic, 
becomes hardened and protective. 
Snakes have no eyelids, so even 
th e skin off the surface of the 
eyes, like w atch-glasses, is shed. 
D uring this period of moulting, 
th ere arc one or tw o days when 
th e snake is blind, but this time 
is very short and since snakes do 
no t depend upon sight to detect 
p rey or enem y, it is relatively un­ 
im portant to the snake. 


WHEN A SNAKE is ready to 
shed his skin, he becomes rest- 


I less. His color is faded and dull; 
the 
skin 
actually 
looks dirty. 
Then the reptile crawls to a near­ 
by rock and by nudging against 
its sharp surfaces, manages to 
scrape the dried skin away from 
the nose area. Then by persist­ 
ent 
tw isting 
and 
squirming 
against rought surfaces, the skin 
is worked off the head intact. If 
a crack betw een two rocks is 
available, the snake will now 
craw l into it, wedge the skin 
there, and quickly and smoothlv 
slide right on out of its skin, as 
pretty as you please. The exuvia, 
these shed skins, are left where 
they drop, and are quickly de­ 
stroyed by the wind and rain, or 
som etim es incorporated into nests 
by some desert birds. 
W hether 
this use by birds of the snake 
skin is intentional ,to frighten 
aw ay would-be enemies ,or just 
in answ er to an instinctive urge 
to decorate, has never been ascer­ 
tained. 


THE SIDEWINDER is one of 
the sm allest of all our American 
rattlers, 
h a v i n g 
an 
average 
length of 20 inches, and a m axi­ 
m um of 30. C ertainly not the 
huge reptile our visitors from the 
East have envisioned from the 
tall 
tales they’ve 
heard* about 
them . And because they arc so 
sm all, stories are spun that they 
are th at much more deadly, that 
their poison is the w orst of all 
rattlesnakes, that to be bitten by 
a sidew inder is practically in-

stant death. Of course all those 
statem ents are untrue. 
Actually, because it is sm all, 
this little rattler is really less 
harm ful than your 
big T exas 
diamond-back, for instance . . . 
simply because the bigger th e 
snake, the larger the quantity of 
venom it can inject if it should 
happen to bite you: and, c o n ­ 
versely, the sm aller the snake, 
the less poison you will receive. 
As for the sidew inder's venom 
being more potent, drop for drop, 
than any other species of ra ttle ­ 
snakes, this is not borne out by 
actual experim entation. 


BUT DO NOT be misled by 
these facts. The sidewinder is a 
dangerous reptile, and not one to 
be ignored. Unless you were v e ry 
young, aged, or in a weakened 
condition, the bite of a sidewinder 
w ould probably not kill you, if 
properly treated; b u t it w ould 
m ake you very ill. Still, there is 
no need for continuous worry o v er 
being bitten. Very, very few p e r­ 
sons are ever struck by a rattler, 
only one in every several thous­ 
ands. And of those bitten, less 


than one ten th of one per cent 
have ever died. So you can readily 
see by these figures that your 
chances of even being bitten are 
m ighty slim, and of dying from 
such a bite, practically negligible. 
The sidew inder is often also 
called the H orned Rattler, because 
he has two prom inent scales, one 
over each eye, that project up­ 
ward like m iniature horns. These 
s c a l e s quickly distinguish the 
sidewinder from all other species 
of rattlesnakes, and m ake iden­ 
tification positive. The young of 
several other desert species are 
often 
erroneously 
called 
side­ 
winders. but they do not possess 
these tell-tale "horns.’’ 


BUT WHY the v e r n a c u l a r 
muYie, Sidew inder? Strange as it 
may seem to those who have 
never seen this peculiar snake in 
action, 
the sidew inder actually 
docs move sideways, in a most 
unusual side-looping th at carries 
the snake’s body laterally 
in­ 
stead of in th e norm al snake fash­ 
ion. This is a special adaptation 
to the sandy terrain in which 
the sidew inder lives, for he would when the m eat 
be unable to clim b up the steep comes copra, a source of oil 


loose surfaces of sand dunes by 
wriggling in the usual forw ard 
direction. 
But, 
by looping 
his 
body in an S-shnpcd m anner, 
leaving a trail of disjointed "J"- 
shaped m arks in the sand behind 
him, he can go right up the steep­ 
est dune slope w ith great alacrity. 
It is rather odd that the fam ous 
horned viper of the Sahara, w hich 
is only distantly related to th e 
sidewinder, 
also has h o r n e d 
scales over 4ho eyes and also 
moves sideways! Here is an in ­ 
stance w here tw o unrelated crea­ 
tures, both living under sim ilar 
climatic conditions, have evolved 
an almost identical kind of loco­ 
motion. In this ease, environm ent 
would seem to be the dom inant 
factor.
